lOil To Ensure 
Prairie Future 


OTTAWA. — Dr. G. S. Hume, 
Chief of the Geological Survey, 
Resources Department, said that 
new discovery of oil in Alberta 
will make the Prairie Irovinces 
self-sufficient in a short time. 

“It is certain that the Prairie 


Provinces will be self-sufficient and 
yield a surplus as a result of the dis- 
coveries of the Leduc and Redwater 
wells near Edmonton,” he told the 
Ottawa branch of the Canadian In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgy. 

Currently the Leduc field is pro- 
ducing more than 500,000 barrels of 
oil a month, In June the Leduc fleld 
surpassed the famed Turner Valley in 
production. 

Dr. Hume said the Redwater field 
has not started production yet but it 
contains great potentiality. 

He warned that the time is ap- 
proaching when the west coast will 
not be able to get sufficient oil by 
importing from California, Consump- 
tion in that state was nearing pro- 
duction level. 

“All of our western oil comes from 
California, so the self-sufficiency of 
the prairies may be of interest to the 
west coast,” he added. 

He doubted if oil from the new Al- 
berta fields will be transported east.

WINNIPEG. — Winnipeg city offi- 
clals suspect there are cannibalg 
among their gold fish, When the 
pool in front of the city hall was 
drained recently, all that remained 
was 12 old-timers.

$400, 000,000 
E.R.P. Funds 
In Canada 


LONDON. — During the year 
which ends next June Britain 
will spend more than $400,000,- 
000 at her Marshall Plan funds 
to buy Canadian grain, meat, 
bacon, cheese, minerals and 
timber, it was announced. 

Her aim will be to boost exports 
to the western hemisphere to 2% 
times the pre-war level, Her over- 
all export volume is expected to be 
137 per cent. of pre-war. 

Imports from the Western-Hemis- 
phere dollar area will be held to 
$1,642,000,000 compared with $2,289,- 
000,000 in 1947. 

Britain plans to export 19,000,000 
tons of coal in the same 12 months, 
about twice as much in the preced- 
ing year. 

Textile exports will be expanded 
considerably. 

There will be no significant im- 
provement in Britain's consumption 
of food and consumer goods. Tobacco 
consumption will be cut by five per 
cent, 

These and other British plans for 
the year ending next June were re- 
vealed as the program the govern- 
ment submitted to the recent Paris 
meeting of the organization for 
European economic co-operation. 

The program explains how Britain 
proposes, with the agreed amount of 
American aid under the European 
Recovery program, 
close her dollar gap completely. 

Here is how Britain proposes to 
spend her ERP dollars: 

Canadian bread grains, $300,000,- 
000; Cuban sugar, $25,000,000; Cana- 
dian meat and bacon, $73,000,000; 
United States and Canadian cheese 
$26,000,000; other United States foods 
$10,000,000; United States tobacco, 
$24,000,000; United States steel, $16,- 
000,000; non-ferous metals from dol- 
lar sources, $168,000,000; Canadian 
and United States timber, $20,000,- 
000; United States cotton, $81,000,- 
000; Cuban molasses, $20,000,000; 
other dollar raw States oil equip- 
ment, $84,000,000; other United 
States capital equipment, oil and 
products from United States com- 
panies, $181,000,000; United States 
oil freights and tanker hire, $52,000,- 
000; other United States shipping 
services, $75,000,000.

Announcement was made at Paris 
at the meeting of the U.N. general 
assembly that the U.N. is to issue 
postage stamps to publicize the work 
of the U.N. and to raise funds for 
the U.N. operations, Final decision 
on the plan for the U.N. stamps is 
to be deferred to next year's meet- 
ing of the general assembly. 

Meanwhile the secretary-general of 
the U.N, is to conclude arrangemen 
with various governments for an is- 
sue of special or over-printed post- 
age stamps. A start will be made in 
countries where main U.N. offices 
are located, This includes United 
States, France and Switzerland. Ar- 
rangements are to call for no finan- 
cial loss on the part of the U.N., and 
it is understood that in the United 
States there are some similar finan- 
cial regulations regarding special 
stamp issues. While no specific data 
has been announced as to what shape 
the stamps are to take, there is a 
likelihood that some will be semi- 
postals, with surtax for the U.N. 

Only similar types of stamps were 
issued by Swtizerland, and are still 
being issued by that country for in- 
ternational organizations established 
there. These stamps come under of- 
ficial listings in the stamp catalogues 
for the Swiss stamps, and serve as 
stamps do for countries where offi- 
cial stamps are issued to prepay 
government mail. In Canada such a 
system was in use during the war 
with perforated O.H.M.S. stau%ps., 

In Switzerland from 1922 to 1944 
regular Swiss stamps were. oyer- 
printed for use by the Leagye of Na- 
tions offices established at Geneva. 


From 1923 to 1944 Swiss stamps 
were also printed for the League of 
Nation’s International Labor Bureau, 
and since 1944 there have been Swiss 
stamps overprinted for the Interna- 
tional Education Bureau of. the U.N. 

Whether a siniilar arrangement is 
to be made with the stamps of other 
countries remains to be seen, It is 
to be noted, however, that the Unit- 
ed States has issued no semi-postal 
stamps in the past, and it is not 
likely that this regulation will be 
changed, So that overprinted stamps 
may be used, unless the U.N, terri- 
tory becomes that of an international 
world government in each country 
where there are offices, in which 
case, U.N. stamps of definitive de- 
sign may be released. 

New issues Guatemala has is- 
sued an airmail set for the Fourth 
Central American Football Cham- 
pionship Games New Zealand's 
new health stamps, showing a lad 
sunbathing, are in use for a limited 
period, to Jan. 31. New Zealand will 
issue four stamps to the forthcom- 
ing royal visit, showing Treaty 
House at Waitangi where Maori 
people accepted treaty with Queen 
Victoria on two pence value, picture 
of H.M.S. Vanguard on three pence, 
gropp portrait’ of King George, 
Queen Elizabeth and Princess Marg- 
aret on five pence, and Crown and 
Royal Sceptre on eight pence value.

Top Weatherman Says 
Climate Is Changing 


OTTAWA.—It’'s getting warmer in 
the Arctic and cooling down a bit in 
southern California. 

That’s the word from Canada’s top 
weatherman, reporting on the recent 
meeting of the Meteorological Asso- 
ciation of the International Union of 
Geodesy and Geophysics. 

Andrew Thompson, controller of 
the Transport Department’s meteoro- 
logical service, passed on this infor- 
mation on his return from the Oslo 
meeting: 

“Winter seasons in the Arctic and 
sub-Arctic regions of the earth have 
warmed up five degrees Fahrenheit 
in the past 50 years. Northwest Can- 
ada and northern Europe have shown 
a more marked increase in tempera- 
ture than other northern sections of 
the earth. 

“On the other hand, there has 
been a slight decrease over the past 
50 years in the temperatures at sta- 
tions in the eastern Mediterranean 
and in southern California.” 

Mr, Thompson said foreign dele- 
gates to the Oslo meeting expressed 
“great recognition to the importance 
of the meteorological stations estab- 
lished in the Canadian Arctic in the 
past two years.”

J. Schaefer said. Schaefer, an expert in the new technique of caus- 
ing snow or rain by pelting clouds with dry ice, disclosed that he 
had conducted studies during the summer at Priest River forest 


station for at least three years, Much 
more information on many natural 
storms is needed, he said, and the 
Prigst River area was described as 
a “good laboratory”. 

A high total of 3,113 lightning- 
caused fires were recorded in 1940, 
about 1,500 of these occuring within 
a 10-day period, he said. 

Dr. Schaefer, who is on the re- 
search staff of General Electric, said 
he originally became interested in 
making a study of the Priest River 
station upon learning that hree 
“breeding” places for incipient thun- 
derstorms existed there. He said 
that due to local topographical fea- 
tures, the locations frequently cause 
highly -active, towering cumulus 
clouds to develop. They in turn fre- 
quently grow into thunderstorms, he 
sald. 

He used special instruments, in- 
cluding cameras, to study the storms, 
how they start and what could be 
done about them. 

Schaefer said that he was confi- 
dent that “eventually a method will 
be developed for completely modify- 
ing the type of cumulus clouds 
which produce lightning, hail, severe 
‘cloud bursts’, and destructive winds.” 

In previous successful attempts of 
“changing the weather’, Dr, Schaef- 
er and his associates dropped dry ice 
from high-flying airplanes on certain 
types of clouds to make them yield 
rain or snow. The technique also 
has been used to create “holes” in 
overcast, enabling plane pilots to sce 
the ground.

500. Surviving the hungry thirties 
its population in 1939 was estimated

LINE ELEVATORS PROPOSE 
PROBE INTO U.K. WHEAT DEAL 


Proposal for appointment of a 
Royal Commission to determine the 
losses suffered by Western farmers 
os a result of the Canada-U.K. Wheat 
Agreement, and the sale of wheat 
for domestic consumption *below 
world values during the period of 
the agreement, was made in a com- 
munication forwarded to the Acting 
Prime Minister and Minister of Trade 
and Commerce this week by the 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion. . 

It was proposed that the Royal 
Commission should be granted au- 
thority to assess the amount of com- 
pensation that should be paid from 
the National Treasury to compensate 
farmers for the losses suffered and 
that this amount be credited to a 
permanent fund to guarantee a floor 
price to farmers in future years. The 
Line Elevator group further suggests 
that the Royal Commission pass on 
the wisdom of the Government,.in 
the future, entering into any long 
term bulk sales of wheat or other 
grains. 

In its communication to the Gov- 
ernment the Line Elevators Associa- 
tion points out that within the next 
few weeks, representatives of the 
Governments of Canada and the U.K. 
will be called upon to agree on a 
price for the 140,000,000 bushels of 
the 1949 crop to be delivered to 
Britain. It quotes an undertaking 
made by the Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture, to the effect that any 
losses suffered by farmers during 
the first three years of the agreement 
would be made up in the final years. 
The Agreement expires with the 1949 
crop, Losses suffered by farmers dur- 
ing the frst three years of the Agree- 
ment are calculated at $542,851,594 
nd it is pointed out that an absurd 
price of 85 per bushel would have 
to be secured for the 1949 deliver- | 
ies under the Agreement if the un- | 
dertakings of the Minister of Agri- 
culture were to be carried out in 
protecting the farmer against losses. 
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(Continued from front page) 
dealer who cares to reply to these 
assertions, it may be added that it 
is the opinion of the farmers that 
practically the only work the dealer 
actually does for a customer in or- 
dering a new machine is to send an 
order to the distribution centre cost- 
ing him a four-cent stamp—or else 
to phone the order in at a cost of 
45c, the latter very probably being 
charged to the farmcr. 

The above opinions may actually 
be wrong in part, yet in the experi- 
ence of the farmers such a fact as 
having to pay the freight on top of 
the quoted price—an_ exhorbitant 
price at that—is adding insult to in- 
jury. Heaven knows that the pres- 
ent day price on cars, trucks,, farm 
machinery and repairs is beyond all 
sense and reason.” Nowadays the 
manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers of farm machinery don’t even 
wait for the price of wheat to go up 
another 10c a bushel. They get the 
idea that NOW is the time to stick 
their tractors, etc, up another couple 
of hundred dollars and that’s all 
there is to it. Then the retailers play 


the joker in the dece by adding 
freight costs on top. fife can be 
funny at times ana farmers, like 


others, would enjoy a good hearty 
laugh at being stuck, but don’t like 
to laugh too loud nowadays as they 
would show too much gum-work, 
their teeth being worn down gnash- 
ing them at the rising costs of 
machinery and repairs.
